phically, as it were, pre-fignifies the terrible Perie- 
cutions, tat were approaching ; fo terrible indeed, 
thar ic wou'd be neceffary for the Chriftian to pur- 
chafe a Sword at the Expence of his very Garment, 
wou'd his Keligion but permit the ufe of ir.

And if Perfecution be rhere commanded, trom that 
and the former Paffages it follows, that the Gentiles 
only are the Objects of Perfecution. Whereas with 
regard tothe urdifcr minating Severity of the Romuth 
Church there is neither Few nor Geurz/e,ncither bond 
nor free. id Ga, 2.
